The unreasopable and oulra A manage-
mwent of the Miners' Union hias at leogth brought
matters (o a crisis, and decided action s now
being taken to put & stop Lo unjust demands in
the future

A lnaetlnf of prominent representatives of the
Wryoming, Lehigh, and Bchuylkill operators, of
the Lehigh sud Schuylkill iron manufacturers,
and of all the promineat corrying compsnles,
was held during the week in New York, at the
office of the Delawareand Lackawanna Company.
A policy was there inaugorated and sloce yarily
earried out, which will be severely felt Ly tue
miners. ‘I his policy, we belleve, is to be alded
by all the parties represented at the meeting.
The compaules are now heartily tired of the no-
ending strife between themselves and the unlon,
of the numerous strikes, the unjost demands,
and the general idiotic method of governmont
in vogue in the nnion, and bhave now taken Lhe
Iaw into their own hands. Boch a course was
threatened some time ago, but the miners would
pol take warning.

The policy inaungurated was that of ralsing
the tolls of the carrying companies to sach a
high figure that no business can possibly be done
except with those who must have coal at any
price. The end aimed at Is the total anunihila-
tion of the union. The Reading Roud has agcord-
iogly issued a new list doubling the former rates,
and the Lehigh Vallsy and Lehigh and Basque-
hnnna companies have given notice of new rates
which will be pearly triple. The other compa-
nies have not been heard from, yet but they pro-
bably will be shortly.

Under these cirenmstances, the proposed re-
sumption ordered by the General Conaeil of the
W. B A.is of no effect. The operators who
would not consent to co-operate with each
otber, thinking that when all others were doing
nothing they might then have a small chanee,
are thus compelled to remain idle and help the
general end.

The iron men are uuPpoaed to have given their
consent and co-operation to the plan, they being
ahout ready to stop anyhow on account of the
state of their trade. AL nll events it is a qnes-
tien whether they would not get more advantage
from a short total stoppage now, resulting in a
more regular supply of fuel in the future.

The action of the companies is greatly to be
commended, though it is open to some objec-
tions. The end sought is so desirable that every
one should be willing to make some sacrifices,
especlally as there are such good prospects of
success. There was never 8o good a chance for
combination on the part of those opposed to the
unlon for the purpose of its dismemberment, as
at present. Thelplln. if steadily held to, will
certainly secomplish its overthrow, It is better
to suffer for a short season In order that we may
have better things in the end.

The immediate effect of the hugher tolls will
be to materially advance Lhe pricea at the ports.
But it is thought that there need be no coal
famine. The uugply on hand st this port is
emall, it is true, but it I thought that enough
can be bad either of our regular Bchuyikill
coal already mined, or of softer varieties from
other regions, to weather through the time
neceseary. The nu‘:plli.ln the yards io Phila-
delphia will probably last the retail trade until
about the middle of March.

One ohjection to the plan ia that the compa-
pies may take ndvantage of the high prices
which the bigh tolls will produce and retain a
higher rate than they should after the necessity
no more exists, makiog the burden to be felt by
the consumer. But even If this were so, the
public wonld rather be swindled by a corpora-
tion not governed by Ignorant men, as the naion
is, which latter organization would do the same
thing if possible.

A stoppage now on the part of the ope-
ratorsjis after all the quickest way to a resump-
tion, and therefore it meets with general appro-
batlon. Concession on both sides bas been urged
and tried, but on account of unfair advantages
taken it has pot been successful. The time has
come for more severe measures.,

Eogiish Parllamentary Proceedings.

Loxpow, Feb. 18.—~The debate in the Com-
mone last night beeame general, The pervading
tone was that England’s weak hesitation had
lost her the respect of the belligerents, and in-
vited an early war for ber own existence. Glad-
gélone recapitulared the negotiations at St
Pelersburg, which, ke sald, had been frultlessly
made to depend upon Lord Lyons' withdrawal.
He (Gladétons) belleved magnanimity on the
part of the Germans would benefit not only
France and Europe but Germauny itself.

The subject here dropped, and discussion
ensued upon the naval adminlstration, duoring
which Gladetone again addressed the House in
deferse of the Admiralty, neserting that doriog
the Childers administration nearly two milllons
of taxation were saved to the country, whose
maritime supremacy was at the same time as-
sured.

Alsace and Lerraloe. .

ForpBAUX, Feb, 17.—In the Assembly to-da;
M. Keller presented a declaration bearing the
elgnatures of deputies of the Haut and Bas-Ruin,
the Meurthe, and the Moselle, protesting on
bebalf of the inhabitants of these departments
against the separation of Alsace and Lorraine
from France. The proposal of Mr. Keller was
referred (o & committee, who subseqgently sub-
mitted a report expressing the strongest sym-
pathy with the populations of Alsace and Lor-
ralue, and directing that the declaration or M.
Keller be spread upon the records of the
A:sembly and referred to the French negotia-
tors when they come to treat with Prussia. The
Assembly then counferred the executive power of
the Government upon M. Thiers.

M. Keller, in a speech, adjured his colleagues
to proclaim their luviolable attachment to Alsace
and Lorraine. A majority of the Chamber ap-
peared disposed 1o delay the consideration of
the subject until to-morrow, but Thiers strongly
inelsted upon its immediate consideration, say-
ing that the Chamber must on its own responsi-
bility clearly declare its wishes upon the ques-
tion.

The Chamber went into commitiee on the
motion of M. Keller, and the sitting was sub-
sequently suzpended.
